Io begin with the firſt Thing propoſed; 
Cornelius was a Gentile, a Subject of the 


| Roman Empire, Captain of a Company of 
Soldiers, and ſtationed in Cæſarea, the chief 


Reſidence of the Roman Governors of Ju- 
dea, to keep the Jews in Subjection, who 
were become tributary to the Romans. 
However, though by Birth a Heathen, 


and by Profeſſion a Soldier, yet he was 


a Proſelyte, and worſhipped the Gop of 
{jrael only. The ſacred Hiſtorian ſpeaks 


much in his Commendation, and ſays, that 
he was a devout Man, one that feared Gop, 
which gave much Alms to the e and 


rayed to Gor alway. 


Each of theſe amiable and divine Qua- | 
lities deſerve our particular Confideration. 


I. Cornelius Was a devout Man. And 


here ſome may be apt to take up the taunt- 
ing Queſtion of old, and ſay, Can there any 
8 good Thing come out of Nazareth? Can De- 
votion lodge in the Breaſt of a Soldier? 


Or the bloody Trade of War yield faithful 


Servants to the Gop of Peace? Yes; for 
with Go all es are tf ble, and Cor- 


nelius 
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nelius has given us an Example that All 
This is eaſy tobedone. Norhasany Change 
of Time, Place, or Cuſtoms, rendered Re- 
ligion more difficult to be practiſed by our 
modern Soldiers. For does a military Life 
ofitſelfunfit Peoplefor Devotion? Are they 


_ obliged to be vicious, becauſe they bear 
Arms? Mult they forſake Chriſt's Banner, 


and forget that they are his Soldiers, as 


ſoon as they liſt themſelves in the King's 
Service, and muſter under his Colours ? 
Surely no: Nor will they make this their 

Practice, who tread in the Steps of our good 


Centurion. He was a devout Man, and as 


ſuch,we may conclude, free frompreſump- 
tuous Sins, eſpecially thoſe two dreadful 
ones, too much practiſed in the Army, 
Drunkenneſs and Uncleanneſs. He cannot be 
ſuppoſed to have wallowed in Drink, as the 


Sow ein the Mire; nor to have defiled his 
own or Neighbour's Body with Deeds of 
Impurity: Nounclean orimmodeſt Words 


_ polluted his Tongue, that noble Organ of 


Prayer and Praiſe; but he decked himſelf 


with Sobriety as with an Ornament of 

Gold, and with Chaſtity : as witha beautiful 

Garment. — 
2. Cornelius feared Gon. As he was 
2 Captain, ſo, in all Pr obability, he was 2 ;

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War, and had raiſed himſelf to this Poſt 


in the Army by his heroick Actions; and 
yet his Undauntedneſs and Still in military 


Matters did not ſet him above the Fear 
of Gop, nor his Courage as a Warrior over- 


ſhoot his Meetneſs as a good Man; which 
ſhews that a brave Spirit and an Humble 


Spirit may dwell in the ſame Breaſt. And 
indeed true Courage is founded in Humility 


and the Tear of Gop; and no Perſon is 


leſs timorous, or more gallant, than the 


devout humble Man: Agreeable to the 


Remark of the wife Man, The Rightecus 


are bold as a Lion. Cornelius feared God, 
and therefore had nothing elſe to fear. 
Though fen thouſands of the People ſhould 
have /et themſelves againſt him round about, 
and though there had roſe up War againſt 
Him, yet his Truſt in Gop would have 
Kept him undaunted and undiſmayed : 
For who or what can harm the Man that 
ws a Follower of that which is gad? He 
had learnt from the facred Records of the. 
Jewiſh Wars, that Succeſs in Battle did 
not fo much depend upon the Number 
and Strength of Armies, as upon the 
Aſſiſtance and Influence of the Loxp of 
_ Hoſts. Upon this, as well as other Ac- 
counts, he feared Gop, preſuming wiſely, 


that

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chat this was the ſure and only Way to be 
victorious in Battle. | 

3. Cornelius gave much Alms to the Peo- 
ple. In order to do this, we muſt ſup- 
poſe that he was frugal in his Expences, 
not laviſh in Furniture and Dreſs, not a 

Sgquanderer of his Money in Gaming or ex- 
ceſſive Drinking: For if theſe had been his 
Practices, he would not have had enough 
for the neceſlary. Support of himſelf and 
his Houſhold, much leſs for the charitable 
Relief of Perſons in Need and Diſtreſs. 
But he was a diſcreet. and prudent Oeco- 
nomiſt; he proportioned his Expences to 
| the Value of his Income, always reſerving 
ſomething for the Poor. To bring this 
about, we may imagine, he kept much at 
Home, or was private in his Quarters, 
not wandering Abroad, or conſorting with 
looſe and extravagant Companions, thoſe 
| pernicious Waſters of Money and Time.

cuſe, or will ſerve as a reaſonable Pretence 
for Indevotion. The King upon his Throne, 
the Nobleman in his Palace, the Prieſt in 
the Temple, the Tradeſman in his Shop, the 
Day-labourer in the Field, and the Soldier 
in his Garriſon, muſt bend their Knees to 
G60, ſupplicate for Mercy, petition for 
Grace, and offer up Praiſe and Thankſ- 
giving every Day they live. This was 
the conſtant Practice of devout Cornelius. 
Nay, it ſeems, he did not content himſelf 
with the ordinary Returns of Prayer every 
Morning and Evening, in private; but he, 
in ͤ the Fervour of his Heart, prayed to 
Gop alway; that is, he prayed often, he 
' was daily in the Temple, praying to, and 
q praiſing Gop, at the ſtated Hours of pub- 
lick Service; and moreover at all other 


* Times, was in a good Diſpoſition to pray. 
4 He was ſenſible no doubt, of the Corrup- 
! tion of his Nature, and of his Proneneſs 


to commit Sin; and therefore he often 
| meekly bowed before the Throne of Hea- 
: | ven, laid open the Secrets of his Soul to 
the Loxp, confeſſed his Weakneſs, and 
implored the Aids of Divine Grace. He 
as in one of theſe bleſſed Tempers, pray- 
ing unto Gop, when @ ſhining Meſſenger:

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whence my Text is taken. He thought 
it no Diſparagement to his honourable 
Office, to fall on his Rinees before the Foot. 
ſtool of Divine Grace, nor any Reflection 
upon his military Pomp, to acknowledge 
himſelf a miſerable Sinner. And though it 
is probable ſuch uncommon Piety was at- 
tended with Scoffs and Ridicule from un- 
godly. Men, as Eliſba's was, when the 
Children had him in Deriſion, and inſult- 
ed him ſaying *, Go up, thou bald Head; 
go up, thou bald Head; yet he patiently 
perſevered in his Duty, and comforted 
himſelf with this Conſideration, that it 


| was better to go to Heaven with Re- 


proach, than to Hell with Praiſe. O ex- 


cellent Pattern of religious Fortitude, and 


heavenly Devotion! And now ſmite upon 
your Breaſts, my Friends, and anfwer me 
ingenuouſly, Whether yon do not think 
that Cornelius was a worthy Man, and- 
highly deſerving of your ſtricteſt Imita- 
tion? Tell me now, that your Heads are 
cool, and your Hearts, as I hope, touched. 
by ſerious anddevout Impreſſions, Whe- 
ther you do not approve of the blefſed 
Life of this holy Warrior, and wiſh that 
you lived like him? If ſo (and do Thou, 
O Gop of all Grace, grant. that it may be

II. And this brings me, 2dly, to ſhew 
how unlike to this Pattern the Conduct 
and Behaviour of too many Perſons in 
the Army is.

poſition? Do ye fear and tremble at the 
Majeſty of the great Gop? Suffer your

the Truth; few, very few of you, I 
doubt, are ſo well-diſpoſed. For, not to 


enumerate all the Inſtances of Piety and 
Devotion, in which you are groſly and 


wholly defective, I will mention but a 


: few. 


And, firſt, in Point of Sebriety. Alas! 
my Friends, What Strangers, nay, what 
Enemies are moſt of you to a fober, 


_ temperate Way of Life! How frequently 
do you, the meaner Sort eſpecially, thro? 
Exceſs of Liquor, reel too and fro, and 
ſtagger, and lie in the Streets like dead Men. ! 
Ho inſatiable is your Thirſt after Drink, 
as if the Gratification of that Appetite, 
in common to us with Brutes, was a 70%

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Purpoſe you aſſemble by Troops i in Tip- 
pling-houſes (which are too often made

lings and Drunkenneſs. In theſe Houles
